The story of the Louisville Chapter dates back to 
1945, July 11, at 4:30 p.m. in the home of Fritz Dry- 
brough. Jerry D. Beeler, now immediate past presi- 
dent of the International, was there and presided 
over a meeting of would-be Barbershoppers. Jerry 
explained the aims, activities, charitable work and 
phenomenal growth of the organization since it was 
founded at Tulsa, Oklahoma, on April 11, 1938 by 
Owen C. Cash, who claims the title of the "World's 
Greatest Baritone". 

When the meeting ended, there was a newly-born 
organization known as the Louisville Chapter, Ken- 
tucky No. 1, S.P.E.B.S.Q.S.A., Inc., with a roster of 
33 paid up members. Since that memorable even- 
ing, the Louisville Chapter has grown to be one of 
the largest chapters of the Society with a paid up 
membership of 294 full-fledged Barbershoppers. At 
the present time there are about 650 chapters scat- 
tered about the U.S.A. and Canada with a total roster 
of some 60,000 members. 

Once a year, show time comes around for the 
Louisville Chapter and the entire membership goes 
into high gear: The Program Sales Committee for 
the selling of ads for the souvenir program; the Pro- 
gram Printing Committee; the Show Production and 
Staging Committees; the Costuming Committee; the 
Music Committee, headed by the chorus director, 
pounding away on show numbers week after week 
until every word and note is perfect; the Property 
Committee for the painting of props and scenery for 
the show; the House Committee to tie all loose ends 
together; the Ticket Sales Committee; the Advertising 
Committee which handles all the publicity for T-V 
shows, radio, newspaper, bill posters and heralds 
placed under every plate at all luncheon club meet- 
ings; the Host Committee, meeting all out-of-town 
quartets to show them a taste of real southern hospi- 
tality; the Hotel Arrangements Committee which looks 
after all visiting Barbershoppers. Then, there's "Red" 
our official photographer who keeps us in the news. 

All these committees, manned by practically the 
entire membership of the Chapter, have been work- 
ing long and diligently to bring you the Sixth Annual 
Fall Musical Show, which you are about to see and 
to which I bid you a most hearty welcome. 

Then after the show, about midnight, the After- 
Glow Committee goes into high gear with a repeat 
of quartet singing on the roof of the Seelbach Hotel. 
Sunday morning at ten, there's the Morning-Glow 
with more quartet singing — and this goes on and on 
until the last quartet has boarded its train or plane. 

Do you wonder I say that we have the grandest 
and most wonderful Chapter in the Society with 
the swellest bunch of guys that ever lived? 

Speaking for the Officers and Directors of the 
Louisville Chapter, I want to thank the entire mem- 
bership for, first, their fine harmony in song, second- 
ly, their harmony in co-operation, and thirdly, their 
harmony in organization — but most of all, for their 
brotherhood and sound faith in each other.

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Chapter Presidents 

Succession of Talented Leaders 
Keeps Louisville in Limelight 

F. W. "Fritzie" Drybrough, whom all Louisville 
chapter members revere, beams with justifiable 
pride when he thinks of the men who followed him 
as presidents of the chapter which he started. Fritzie 
served two years and was succeeded by Ed Mall 
who also was re-elected to office for a second term. 

Without good management, no organization can 
ever expect to exist - — let alone rise to heights never 
before attained. The fact that the Louisville Chapter 
achieved such distinction is a tribute to Fritz's and 
Ed's management. 

When 1950 election time rolled around, it seemed 
we were dangerously near to having exhausted our 
potential managerial magnates. It was then that the 
nominating committee submitted the name of Robert 
G. "Bob" Griffin. Bob accepted but with the sinking 
feeling that the shoes he was about to don were the 
size of the proverbial seven league boots. He never- 
theless, proceeded to fill their capaciousness. During 
Bob's regime we sailed right along just as ship-shape 
as ever until January 29, 1951 when the bombshell 
exploded. Business pressure necessitated Bob's ten- 
dering his resignation. Regretfully, the board of 
directors accepted, fully realizing that Bob had con- 
sidered and weighed the matter carefully before mak- 
ing such a momentous decision. 

Once again, luck was on our side. Edward J. 
"Jacket" Hackett had served as Bob's 1st Vice Presi- 
dent and was next in line to serve out President 
Griffin's unexpired term. Ed was somewhat reluctant. 
Fortunately, his loyalty surged to the top and he 
yielded to the challenge. Ouring his term of 
office, much of the ground work and planning for 
this, our sixth annual show, was accomplished. So 
triumphantly did President Hackett govern us, he 
was first considered for nominee to succeed himself 
in the following April Elections. For many reasons 
Ed felt compelled to decline. 

To whom could the nominating committee now 
turn. The most likely and logical candidate was J. 
J. "Jack" Byrne but Jack had stated emphatically that 
he had no aspirations toward the presidency. Our 
first two presidents, Ed Mall and Fritzie went to work. 
They not only prevailed upon Jack to reconsider, but 
they cajoled, bewitched and finally persuaded him 
to accept the nomination. The voting was merely a 
formality. Jack was unanimously the choice to con- 
tinue a line of exceptionally creditable presidents. 
As president, he automatically assumed manager- 
ship of our Annual Fall Show. His many years as a 
member of the esteemed Kentucky Troubadours 
stood him in good stead. He knows Barbershopping 
as comparatively few others know it, and his theatric- 
al experience was invaluable. In spite of its taking 
a lot of convincing to get Jack to stand for election 
as president, he said in his inaugural speech to the 
membership: "I never before in my life worked so 
doggone hard as I did to become president of this 
chapter. I was just about to give up!" 

That's our Jack and we love him.
